2. Ternw of Reference : 'The terms of reference of the 
aforesaid Committee will be : — ‘ 

(a) to examine periodically the material put out oyer 
the mass media keeping the needs of integratioii 
especially Of communal and regional harmony, in 

mW: 

(b) to examine in particular, the programme of educa- 
tional broadcasts now put out over the mass media 
and to advise the Council on the manner in which 
they can be modified or enriched to promote 
national integration; 

(c) to advise the Council on specific radio and TV 
pronmnmes, films, features, etc which could posi- 
tive^ promote national integration; 

(d) to help produce pamphlets/photographs, articles, etc. 
both m normal time* and in emergent situation; 

(e) to provide m framowork for the use of man media 
for eradicating divUive tendenckc and ttiow towards 
vi<4eace and for dealing with sodal factors diat 
endMger preservation of harmony and unity; 


(f) to help in the development of national pride and 

patriotism by means inter alia of — 

(i) encouraging the people to think and be Indian 
first; and 

(ii) highlighting the noble aspects of the life — his- 
tories of the heroes and leaders who fought 
for the freedom of the country from colonial 
rule in, the last and present centuries and who 
thereby brought glory to the motherland by 
their achievements and sacrifices, and propagat- 
ing the values and ideals for which they stood; 

(g) generally, to create amongst opinion — ^makers and 

the public an awareness of — 

(i) the value of nationhood; 

tii) the need for recognising elements of unity in 
diversity; 

(iii) the country’s heritage of harmony and its rich, 
ennobling cultural traditions; 

(iv) the contributions of its great leaders and artists, 
writers etc. of the past and the present. 

3. The Committee shall be in existence for a period Of two 
years from the date of this Resolution unless extended there- 
after. 

4. The membership of the Committee will be honorary, 
but non-offleial members will bo entitled to travelling and 
daily aUowances in accordance with the orders contained in 
the Ministry of Finance’s Office Memorandum No. 6/26/E- 
IV/59, dated the 5th September, 1960 as amended from time 
to time . 

5. Ifie Committee will evolve its own procedure. 

6. The Chairman may invite such officials or non-officials 
as may bo considered necfiasary to attend any of the meetings 
of the Committee 

7. The Committee will meet as often as considered neces- 
sary. The headquarters of the Committee wiU be New Delhi 
but the Committee may meet at or visit such other places as 
may be considered necessary. 

ORDER 

OaoERED that a c^y of the Resolution be forwarded to 
all members of the Committee, the Prime Minister’s Secreta- 
riat Lok Sabha and Rajya Sabha SrcretaTiaU, the Ministry 
of Home Affairs and all other Ministries/Depaitments of the 
Government of India.
